Hours a Day and Eight Hours’ Pay—One 
Firm Gives In—The Strike Spreading, 
and Many More Theasands of Men Likeiy 
to Walk Out Between Now and Monday— 
The Molders Want Nine Hours a Day 
With Nine Hours’ Pay—Other Trades 
Ready te Strike—The Oarpenters of 
Louisville Stop Werk To-Day—Proegress 
of the Boston Strike—Labor News. 


CHIcaGo, III., May 2.—The signal was given 
this morning and the iron-molders in most of 
the large manufacturing establishments 
of Chicago went out on strike at 7 
o’clock, or rather they declined to go to 
work at the old rates. The fires under the 
furnaces of the Malleable fron-works were 
banked this morning, the seventy-five mold- 
ers there having deolined to resume work. 
They asked for the eight-hour day and a 
uniform rate of wages. This was refused. 
There are 1,600 men employed at the Malleable 
Iron Works and if the molders’ strike long 
continues the entire plant will be compelied 
toshutdowsa. Themen simply declined to 
return to their places this morning and pick- 
ete were posted about the works to see that 
no non-union men went to work. At the Mo- 
Cormick Harvesting Machine Works 150 
molders declined to go to work. All the 
molders’ helpers are also out and the strike 
threatens to spread to the balance of the em- 
ployes of the works, which employs 2,500 
men. The molders also posted pickets at this 
place, and any attempt to put non- 
union men at work will be met by a deter- 
mined resistance. The strike spread to 
Bowen & Richardson's establishment, and 160 
molders refused to go to wérk. All the mold- 
ers at Griffith’s iron foundry struck. There 
were eighty men employed there. The III. 
nois Steel Co. granted 200 of their molders the 
eight-hour day and a strike was averted. The 
molders employed at the Deering Reaper 
Works and a number of machinists struck this 
morning. 

OTHER TRADES. 

The Fairbank Canning Co. has refused the 
demands of their 500 employes for the eight - 
hour day and a strike will be inaugurated 
Monday. Eighty coopers struck this morn- 
ing. Ten thousand employes in the sash, 
door and blind factories, planing mills and 
other such lines of pusiness went on strike 
this morning for the eight-hour work day. 
There are about 25,000 of them al 
told in the city and it is un- 
derstood that the remaining 15,000 
will strike before night unless their 


demands are complied with. All the hands at 
the C. J. L. Meyer & fons Co., manufacturers 
ot sashes, doors and blindes, went out on 
strike this morning. The employes number 
400. The yardsof the firm are at the North 
pier. The men demanded nine hours’ work 
with nine hours’ pay as a substitute for 
the ten-hour system. The firm declined 
to accede and offered eight hours and 
informed the men that they would take the 
matter of pay under advisement. The men 
refused this offer. The400strikers are com- 
posed of machinists, cabinet-makers and car- 
penters. There will be a meeting between 
the employers and a committee of the strikers 
this aiternoon, 

It was reported this morning tbat all the 
employes atjthe sash, door and blind factory 
of Palmer & Fuller had struck this morning. 
Palmer & Fuller employ 500 men. Their de- 
mands are similar to those of the employes of 
the Meyer & Sons Co. 

WANT EIGHT HOURS. 

It was also said that 300 men at Hinsey & 
Weise’ factory at Twenty-second and Brown 
streets had gone on a strike. The strike of 
this morning covers the soutb west division of 
the city and the mills on the North Pier. The 
demand is for eight hours’ work and eight 
hours’ pay. The move was decided upon last 
night, and around all the planing-milis this 
morning were collected idle knots of men. 
In most instances the men quit work 
without notifying their employers. Among 
all the planing-mills there was but 
where the men were at work 
this morning and that was at A. Bennett’s. At 
W. Beahl’s some non-union men were at wore 
this morning. Three hundred strikers startea 
for the place to ‘‘clean out the establish- 
ment, as the strikers said. Mr. Beahi be- 
coming frightened sent for the police anda 
patrol wagon was sent to the scene of the 
prospective trouble. Trouble is feared at 
many of the establishments. Before night 
the strikers claim every planing mill employe 
in the olty will strike. The planing mill men 
number all the way from 22, to 80,000 men. 

The strike of planing mill employes is re- 
ported to be spreading. In numerous smaller 
establishments the men are stiil at work, but 
on hearing of the action of their fellow- 
workmen inthe larger mills many of them 
have followed suit by abruptly stopping work. 

CAR-SHOP MEN STRIKE. 

Matters at the Wells & French Car Co.’s 
shops have assumed aserious air. Not a ein- 
gie man of the 1,000 employes is at work. The 
men made no formal demand of the officials, 
but 1 foidea up their tools and left. The 
200 blacksmiths waited long enough to say 
that they would not return to work uniess 
they were granted eight hours. 

THE CARPENTERS.

LIKE HOT CAKES 


The Scheol Lots at Fort Smith, Ark., Are 
Going at Auction, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcn. 

Fort SMITH, Ark., May 2.—The big sale ot 
school lots for the benefit of the school fund 
of Fort Smith commenced this morning. 
There are a great many strangers here, and 
at this writing the bidding is quite spirited. 
The first lot—a corner lot—was sold for 
$730, and the adjoining lot was sold for $615. 


These are considered very good prices. Yes- 
terdgy a os of St. Louis capitalists, 
headed by Col. R. C. Kerens, spent two or 
three hours in looking over the city. They 
were nicely entertained by a committee ap- 
pointed by the Chamber of Commerce and the 
guests expressed themselves as well pleased 
with Fort Smith and its businesslixe appear- 
ance. Those of the party who had been here 
before were astonished atthe rapid growth 
Fort Smith has made within the last two or 
three years. 

There is no doubt but Fort Smith Is attract- 
ing more attention than any other city in the 
Southwest. Manufacturers are attracted here 
by, our cheap fuel, plenty of raw material and 
our superb location asa distributing point. 
Fort Smith is in the very center of the largest 
coal field inthe United States, Pennsyivania 
not excepted, 

The first coal mines were opened for com- 
mercial purposes in Sebastian County in 1887; 
now the daily output of our mines exceeds 
2,500 tons and promises to be double that inside 
ofayear. Thequality of the products of these 
mines is second to none inthe West. The 
coaltis asemi-anthracite, makes no smoke and 
isthe best domestic soft coal known. The 
veins run from four feet to elght feet two 
inches in thickness. The supply is unlimited. 
A good steam coal is being sold in Fort Smith 
for 75 cents per ton. 

Of the iron mines but little can be said. 
The iron is known to exist in large quantities 
and to be of good quality. 

With coal and iron lying side by side it 
would require a vivid imagination to over- 
estimate the future of this country, even if it 
were nota section favorable to agriculture 
and abounding in other mineral and timber 
resources.

MARSEILLES, May 2.—It is estimated that 
50,000 workmen took part in the labor demon- 
stration here yesterday. The streets were 
noisy, but there was no breach of the peace. 
A large meeting was held at the Labor Ex- 
change and a deputation, consisting of forty 
presidents of various trades unions and 8, 000 
workmen, was appointed to visit the Prefecture 
and presenta petition in favor of eight hours 


for a day’s work. The Prefect declined to 
receive the deputation ina body, but offered 
to receive the members if they would divide 
themselves into groups. The deputation, 
however, had been instructed to be received 
as a whole or not at all, and the party ithere- 
forere formed in procession and returned to 
the Exchange. After they arrived at the Ex- 
change the meeting quietly dispersed. 


The Irish Railway Employes. 


LONDON, May 2.—Now that the strike of the 
porters, signal men and other employes of the 
Great Southern & Western Rallway is over, 
both the directors of the corporation and the 
returned workmen are loud in their praises of 


the two men instrumental in bringing about 
the compromise where the hostilities 
ceased. Itis difficult to determine which of 
them, Archbishop Walsh or Michael Davitt, is 
entitled to the greater degree of credit for the 
result, but it nevertheless is true that to their 
efforts solely the end of the strike isdue. The 
compromise is eminently satiafactory to the 
men, who gain many of the concessions they 
sought, and is equally yng a the com- 
pany, which is relieved from further embDar- 
rassment and loss. 
THE SOCIALISTIC FAILURE. 

The miserable failure of the Socialists to ter- 
rorize Europe over the shoulders of the work- 
ingmen yesterday has robbed Soelalism of 
nearly all of its influence as an intimidating 
agency and henceforth its power over the 
laborer will wane until it ceases forever. So- 
clalism has hitherto occupied the 
peculiar position of un ili-defined 
and altogether impructicable principle, 
accepted by those who know nothing of 
It as a means of obtaining they knew not 
what and cared less, so long as it might bring 
their superiors down to their own level, and 
never once thought of as a means of selt- ele- 
vation. The present outceme of long weeks 
ot boasting and tbreatenings on o part of 
Sootatist leaders and agitators cannot fail to 
open the eyes of the s to the in 
which their affiliation with these people is 
subjecting them and the prediction is safe 
that the power of the Socialist to continue the 
use of the laborer as a catspaw Is at an end, or 
so nearly so that further danger is removed.

Clayton,’’ he ‘aid, was, I am firmly con- 
vineed, Thoma: Hooper, who died in Los 
Angeles, Cal., Otober 10, 1889. 

He then p ed to tell about how, in 1887, 
he had removed rom Jeffersonville to Los 
Angeles, and how, while there, chance had 
led him to an acquainnara with Hooper. 
Hooper was a poor old man, wu trovea 
team, and who was barely able to make a liv- 
ing for himself and wife. Misfortune came 
heavily upon him, until ome day he was 
evicted for non-pdyment of rent. It was in 
this condition that Sater found Hooper and 
took him to his home. Accord. 
ing to the story Hooper told 
Sater,he (Hooper) was born in Arkansas, near 
Plummersville, in Conway County. Hooper’s 
father owned a colored man, who remained 
with the family after his freedom had Seen 
granted, and who worked for an interest in 
the crops. The season of 1867 brought a 
bountiful yield. One day Jackson, the negro 
man, was found murdered, and for some rea- 
son suspicion rested on the Hooper family. A 
mob was organized to avenge the negro’s 
death. Old man Hooper was hanged and the 
son barely escaped with his life. Hooper 
ge CONTINUED HIS STORY TO SATER: 
„Among the men who did the bloody work 
I recognized John M. Olayton, Capt. Mat- 
thews and another neighbor. When they were 
satisfied that life was extinct they mounted 
their horses, jeered at my mother’s grief and 
made away in the darkness. Then I ventured 
from my retreat and with the assistance of 
my motherI cut the body down and the next 
day buried it. By the grave at the time of the 
funeral I made a solemn vow that I would not 
rest untilI had hunted down his murderers 
Knowing that I could not 
accomplish my object while I was laboring 
under excitement I resolved to bide my time 
and walt till opportunity gave me the chance 


of doing so without detection. It came in the 
following fall. Capt. Matthews and the other 
man (whose name Mr. Sater does not remem- 
ber) were riding through a woods to inspect 
some corn they thought of buying. I was 
h ld ing behind a tree with my rifle in my hand 
and just as they reached me 1 took aim, fired, 
and Matthews fell, witha bullet in bis heart. 
Before the other could recover from his 
astonishment I had also 

SHOT AND KILLED HIM. 

For a wonder suspicion was not directed to 
me, and the mystery of their killing was never 
solved, but Clayton never came near enough 
to enable me to drawa bead on him, and the 
years went by, each successive year seeming 
to take him out of my reach. Then I came to 
Oalifornia and bere I am. I owe you 320. 
Now lam making arrangements to mortgage 
my little farm to J. M. White, who has gone 
out to look at it, and when he comes back I 
will pay you your money. Then I will go to 
Arkansas and if you hear of John M. Clayton 
being killed, you may charge it to Old Tom, 
for he helped hang my father. I would rather 
be hanged for kill ing him than die a natural 


death. 


Sater says that Hooper left for Arkansas and 
in twenty days he read of the killing of Clay - 
ton. Afterwards Hooper returned and Sater 
mentioned to him the fact of the killing. He 
says Hooper replied that he had done the 
work and recounted how be had gone to 
Arkansas, found Clayton reading a news- 
paper and shot and killed him. Mr. Sater 
says that he told the officials of the affair but 
they did not take hold of the case because 
they thought the evidence was insufficient. 
This is the story he will tell the Arkansas 
Legislature. It is widely at variance with the 
testimony offered by Mrs. Hooper yesterday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 2.—Attorney- 
General Wood has madean important ruling 
concerning the pharmacy law and the power 
of tne State Board of Health. At the last ses-
